Even so, there exists a grow- 
ing body of belief in America that 
going to college is both desirable 
and, perhaps, necessary for those 
who wish to have at least an op- 
portunity to experience a fuller 
measure of life and mind. An in- 
creasing number of parents and 
secondary school students accept 
this attitude as being a part of 
what we call our American 
dream. More and more parents 
are sacrificing and saving (in 


various ways) to lay up money 
against the day when their chil- 
dren will go to college. 


This fact, when coupled with 
the continued expansion in our 
population, explains the almost 
dismaying rise in college enroll- 
ments during the past 10 years. 


Twice as Many 


It is known, through the simple | 
process of projecting those al-| 
ready born, that by 1970 the na- | 
tion's colleges and universities | 
will be trying to accommodate | 
twice as many students as were 
admitted in 1959. These numbered 
not quite 3.4 million. (The South- 
ern region will be dealing with 
1.3 million students in 1970, which 
is 60 per cent more than enrolled 
in 1953-55.) 


There are slightly more than 


2,000 colleges and universities in 
the United States. About 74 per 
cent of these are four-year institu- 
tions, and 26 offer two years. In | 
just seven years they will be | 
confronted with roughly twice as | 
many students. The Southern in- 
stitutions will be trying to ac- 
commodate a 60 per cent in- 
crease. It is apparent that this 
will present all sorts of demands 
both on the physical plants and 
on teaching staffs. There already 
is a critical shortage of teachers 
at the university level. 


It must surely be plain to us 
all that we must begin now to 
act. We must somehow gather up 
the will to face the facts. A few 
things can be done. Entrance ex- 
aminations for all applicants at 
state colleges and universities are 
long overdue. It is no longer good 
sense to crowd the already over- 
crowded classrooms and dormi- 
tories with those who, after a few 
months, will be dropped. Screen- 
ing examinations will eliminate 
most, if not all of these. The 
savings would be great. 


Junior Colleges 


In California a system of junior 
colleges has proved helpful. Only 
the top 10 per cent of secondary 
school graduates may enter the 
university. The others must go 
into a junior college and demon 
strate both the will and the abil- 
ity to take the last two years. 


The establishment of colleges in 
large urban areas also takes care 
of thousands who cannot com- 
mute and who are not able to 
pay the costs of board and room. 
These institutions, needing neither 
a campus nor dormitories, are 
perhaps the most spectacularly 
successful and useful develop- 
ments in higher education. 


The future is certain to see the 
more general application of com- 
petitive admissions. There isn’t 
room at college now for the un- 
prepared, the social-status seek- 
ers, and those who are not really 
interested in learning. There will 
be even less place for them in 
the years ahead. Even the profes- 
sional schools, engineering and 
science for example, are putting 


in tough, liberal arts courses to} - 


give the mind more than one 
facet.

Teachers

Rusk Bars 
Home Deed 
Race Clause 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Georgia 
born Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk has refused to sign a re- 
strictive convenant against selling 
or leasing to Negroes or Jews a 
home he bought in the capital’s 
exclusive Spring Valley neighbor- 
hood. 


At Rusk’s demand, the real 
estate agent struck from the deed 
the usual convenant against oc- 
cupancy of Spring Valley homes 
by Negroes and members of the 
“Semitic race,’” including “Jews, 
Hebrews, Armenians, Persians 
and Syrians.” 


“The secretary felt very strong- 
ly about this,’’ State Department 
spokesman Lincoln White said 
Sunday. He said Rusk instructed 
his lawyer not to accept any deed 
containing a racial or religious 
convenant. 


The Supreme Court ruled in 
1948 that such convenants cannot 
be enforced. Nevertheless, deeds 
to homes in Spring Valley and 
other sections of Washington 
as well as elsewhere in the coun- 
try carry such restrictions.

Georgia school teachers have our sym- 
pathy in their pressure for more pay. 
We also can understand their readiness 
to take the pay instead of the sympathy. 
But the only thing they can get by bang- 
ing on a bare cupboard is exercise. 


If the state had the money to grant 
a state raise nearer the size they demand, 
this legislature clearly would grant it. 

The legislators have spent weeks dis- 
secting Gov. Vandiver’s figures to the 
point of near-mutiny. Their principal aim 
was to find more money for the teachers. 
The small amount they found barely ex- 
ceeds what the governor had already 
projected. So a sincere effort on behalf 
of the teachers has been made at the 
state level. A discovery of money has 
not. All of the protests that can be mus- 
tered cannot manufacture the money 
without a tax increase, and the present 
slack economy cannot absorb a tax hike. 


We do not urge the teachers to stop 
their pressure and submit meekly to pen- 
ury. We do urge them to place their 
pressure where it is needed and where 
it can achieve something. 


The state, already spending four times 
as much on education as it did just 10 
years ago, is doing its best within its 
means. 

But counties and localities are not. 

And the federal government is not. 


Yet the teachers’ leaders continue to 
belabor an empty-handed state legislature 
while a bill which would press counties 
and localities into action languishes un- 
heralded in the legislative limbo: between 
life and death. 


And the federal administration which, 
unlike the counties, is eager to return 
some of our tax money as aid to our 
schools, is obstructed in the effort by 
Georgians in Congress who are just as an- 
swerable to the teachers as the state legis- 
lators are. 


What should the teachers do, then? 
Let them blast Rep. Arthur Bolton’s tax 
equalization ball through this legislature 
so counties and localities will get the in- 
centive to require uniform taxation on 
property. Without a tax increase locally, 
this equalizing turns up money from peo- 
ple who have not been paying their equal 
share locally. This money ought to be go- 
ing to teachers locally. 


Second, apply some of this current 
pressure to the congressmen to support 
Presiderit Kennedy’s school aid bills. We 
pay the money to Washington. We might 
as well take it back for our schools as 
for river-dredging and chicken sales. 

It is a futile error to go on pounding 
state legislators who have done their best 
for Georgia’s teachers while exempting 
representatives at the local and federal 
levels, who have not.

Brazil’s New President 
Tells Nation the Facts 


Brazil inaugurated a new president on 
Jan. 31 at a time of considerable crisis 
in that nation of great potential. He is 
Janio Quadros, former governor of Sao 
Paulo state, who was elected by the big- 
gest margin ever given a Brazilian presi- 
dent. Like President Kennedy, he is 43. 


Quadros has assumed great problems, 
not the least of which is rampant infla- 
tion brought on by the greatest economic 
development spree in the country’s his- 
tory. He has inherited a major foreign ex- 
change crisis, a growing national debt, a 
mountainous surplus of coffee that is said 
to be enough to supply the world for 18 
months. 

In his “state of the union” message 
following his inauguration, Quadros did 
not mince words. Brazil, he declared, is 
down to its last nickel. He has offered the 
country an austerity program, yet at the 
same time has promised social reforms. 
“Fifty years of progress in five,” is his 
slogan. 

The United States for a time was wor- 
ried about Quadros, knowing his early

President Wants Speed 
And So Do the People 


Last week, President Kennedy re- 
peated his plea for a speed-up on federal 
aid highway projects as a means of com- 
batting the nation’s pernicious recessien. 
In too many states his plea is not being 
heeded. 

In Georgia (which has a relatively 
good record for getting interstate roads 
under contract) 19 million dollars made 
available two months early by Washing- 
ton goes untouched. (By contrast New 
York is ahead of federal allocations, using 
its own money that the federal govern- 
ment will repay in the next fiscal year.) 


There are, of course, difficulties in- 
volved in a speed-up. It is no criticism 
of past State Highway Department per- 
formance to argue with reasons given 
now why there can be no speed-up. 
Rather the fact that the state has shown 
in the past that it could step up its pace 
is excellent evidence that it can do so 
now. 

The State Highway Department has 
about 30 secondary road projects ready 
to let today. It is doubtful that even half 
of them will be. Thus money that could 
be pumped into the economy must wait. 
Jobs that could be created are not. Why’? 
Who’s to blame? 


One big reason that Georgia has to 
move slower than it would like is the 
expensive right-of-way roadblock. When 
local juries award unfair prices to land- 
holders, they’re gouging all taxpayers, 
slowing down the work and contrib- 
uting, in effect, to the continuation of the 
general economic slump. 

When federal officials wrap red tape 
around everybody who tries to move 
faster than usual, they subvert the Pres- 
ident’s and the public’s desire. (The new 
U.S. highway boss has a reputation for 
cutting through red tape. Let’s hope he 
starts cutting.) 


When state highway officials are un- 
prepared to take advantage of money ad- 
vanced from Washington, they force 
money that could be spent now to be 
idle, doing no one any good. 

The President asks for action. There 
is nothing radical in what he wants. He 
wants speed. He wants an upsurge. So 
do the people.

Local Support Remains 
Biggest School Problem 


State Board of Education member 
Paul Stone has suggested that Georgia's 
homestead exemption law be repealed so 
that the exemption does not apply to 
school taxes. 

This indeed would be one of the quick- 
est and easiest ways to increase local sup- 
port for education. From a political stand- 
point, however, it would be one of the 
most difficult to achieve. And it would not 
accomplish the most desirable objective of 
all, tax equalization. 


Communities which really Aacire to do 
something to improve their schools have 
the tools to do it with. Atlanta, for in- 
stance, long ago was forced as a commu- 
nity both to equalize taxes and to do away 
with homestead exemptions for school 
purposes. The precedent could be followed 
on a statewide basis and the pressing 
problem of school finances largely would 
be solved. 

Until there is an equalization of local 
support all along the line, Georgia teach- 
ers’ pay likely will be below the national 
average and our total educational per- 
formance will remain among the lowest.

Why shouldn’t Georgia's representa- 
tives stand up with Kennedy and fight back and pass this bill for our 
children? The legislature has seen the state’s inability to pay its 
teachers a living wage out of its own pocket.

More immediately, the President needs Georgia's help to accel- 
erate road building and hire some of the jobless laborers. He has 
made three quarters of a billion dollars available this month speed 
building of federal roads.

If it will take some Fulton County energy to acquire the right 
of way now bottle-necking a start on Atlanta’s airport expressway, 
then let the county get going. If it will take state leadership to sweep 
aside all the present excuses and build some roads—and it will—then 
Jim Gillis and Ernest Vandiver know how to swing a stick.

The Soviet Union 


Presses the B utton 


WASHINGTON — The international crisis 
against which President Kennedy had been pre- 
paring this country since the hour of his somber — oe 
inaugural address has now come, and rather sooner ee he had 


expected. The Soviet Union has pressed the button and sent the 
howling mobs into the streets around the world for twin and terrible 
purposes: To put the African continent in chaos and to destroy the 


United Nations. 

The death in the Congo of the 
Soviet stooge Patrice Lumumba 
has provided the pretext for the 
gravest Communist threat to 
world order since the onset of the 
cold war. 

As a major nation we stand in 
some peril. But the greater peril 
confronts not the great powers 
but the small. If the Soviet 
Union's declaration of war on the 
United Nations—the attack on the 
integrity and authority of Secre- 
tary-General Dag Hammarskjold 
—is to succeed, the small nations 
will wind up within months with- 
out a forum and without hope. 

This, the United Nations, is the 
one place they have been able to 
have any voice in world affairs. 
It is up to them now—and this is 
the point President Kennedy is 
stressing in every way he knows 
—as to whether that place is to be 
maintained. 

Without it they will be lost, 
hopeless pawns in international 
power politics, Ironically, it is pre- 
cisely to these small nations, and 
especially to the newly independ- 
ent ones in Africa, to which the 
Russians are directing their main 
appeal. They are asking these 
small new nations, in the name of 
*“‘anti-colonialism”’ and so on, to 
destroy the one system which of- 
fers any security to these new 


nations, the United Nations it- 
self. 

The big countries—the United 
States among them — can take 
care of themselves. What Presi- 
dent Kennedy and U.N. Ambas- 
sador Adlai Stevenson are now 
trying to do, therefore, is to per- 
suade the small nations to forget 
their past hatreds of ‘“‘colonial- 
ism’”’ and all that—and so to avoid 
national suicide. 

That these efforts are unselfish 
is demonstrably. true—but people 
do not always appreciate unself- 
ishness. Whether they will succeed 
is open to great question. If they 
fail, the world will revert to a 
state of international lawlessness 
it has not known since the years 
before World War II. 

Thus the clock hands of history 
now stand close to midnight. If 
the United Nations is to go down 
in ruins, the most wrenching 
changes in high policy will occur 
in this country and elsewhere, too. 

Military alliances like the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization will 
take on a desperate urgency. A 
decade of progress in building 
regional associations for economic 
purpeses will come to a close. 

So it is that President Kennedy 
faces, before he has been a month 
in office, one of the grand crises 
of modern history.

Republican members of Congress are literally throwing away one of 
their most effective instruments of party strength. 


They are permitting the ma- 
jority to rule them off the course. 

The minority leadership is ac- 
quiescing in a disability which 
strikes from its hands one of the 
best means of putting its case to 
the voters and which impairs its 
usefulness to the country. 

In part through heediessness

alternatives of their own, they 
must get a steady flow of ade- 
quate, reliable, competent re- 
search and information from an 
adequate, reliable, and compe- 
tent professional staff. This staff 
must be at the service of the mi- 
nority, selected by the minority, 
and working for it. 

The Republicans have nothing 
approaching such a staff today. 
They have lost it by default. They 
can get such a staff only when 
the Republican members of the 
House Administration Committee 
realize what they are throwing 
away—and do something about it.

taking the toll. My family saw 
what was happening but had no 
idea what to do. They tried en- 
couragement, persuasion, - argu- 
ment, threats. But their efforts 
only added to my basic insecurity. 
I found a hidden ‘‘motive”’ in their 
every word. 


My physical ills were very real 
to me. I felt my family wanted 
me to get out of my room be- 
cause they just “didn’t care” 
about my pains. That they wanted 
me to cut out the pills because 
they really didn’t want me to “‘get 
well.” That they suggested get- 
ting back to work because they 
“didn’t want me around.” 


Clearly this was sick thinking. 
A classic example of paranoia— 
of chronic suspicion—at work. It 
was time then to seek professional 
help. 

But our society has since the 
age of demoniac possession and 
witch burnings placed a stigma 
on mental illness and the men- 
tally ill. So the idea of seeking 
psychiatric help was repugnant 
and disturbing to me and mine: 
After all, what would people SAY? 
So, my internal conflicts grew into 
frequent discord between myself 
and other members of my family, 
especially with my mother. 

YEAR OF TURMOIL 

Eventually another full year 
had dragged by. A year of ten- 
sion, turmoil and confusion. De- 
cember 1959, the month of joy— 


—that happiest of seasons—came. 
Then, on Dec. 7, myself-prescribed 


“crutches” failed me _ without 
wapning. Tranquilizers, energiz- 


| ors, nothing worked. 


At the first sign of darkness, I 
reached for a sleeping pill — seek- 
ing the escape of oblivion. But 
sleep did not come, so I took two 
more. Then my mother appeared 
at the foot of my bed. She did 
not mean literally what she said. 
She had just reached the end of

as I. 


“I'd rather see you dead,” she

As she left the room, I downed 
the remaining 21 sleeping pills. 

My temperature was hitting 105 
when I came around at Emory 
University Hospital. Nurses were 
bathing my back with iced alco- 
hol, a priest was waiting to give 
me last rites, a spinal tap was 
on order, and convulsions: were 
expected. . 


I wanted to die on awakening 
more than ever. 


I knew the contempt with which

law enforcement officers and hos- 


pital personnel regarded “suicide 
attempts." I was humiliated. On 
ethical and religious grounds I’m 
opposed to the taking of one’s 
own life. I was frightened at my 
near brush with eternity. 


PSYCHIATRY SUGGESTED 

There was no escaping my pres- 
ent situation, however, and I re- 
mained in the hospital for a week. 
At week’s end my family doctor 
suggested, urged, psychiatric con- 
sultation. But I reacted first in 
anger, then with meaningless 
promises to act on his advice 
later. On Dec. 14 I left Emory 
Hospital, happy at the prospect 
of being home for Christmas. 


Three nights later, I took my 
second overdose of pills. 


There was no doubt now the 
turn my path must take. I had 
twice narrowly escaped death. I 
had twice offended God, society, 
myself and my family. An ap- 
pointment was made for me, and 
shortly after the holidays I was 
interviewed by a psychiatrist in 
private practice. 


There was no doubt: this was 
what I had unconsciously been 
seeking. I received none of the 
stinging rebuffs and admonitions 
that had come from my close 
friends and family. The young 
doctor was sympathetic, kind, for- 
giving and reassuring. I was. ill, 
he said, I needed assistance. Per- 
haps over a period of one year. 
Possibly two. Intensive psycho- 
therapy with at least two or three 
consultations a week. 


And, normally, that would have 
ended that. 


| Teally mentally ill. We both re- 


His fee was $25 a visit. After 
more than a year without steady 
work, and with astronomical drug 
bills, I couldn’t actually afford the 
first visit, much less the many 
that would follow. But this doctor 
was not one of those primarily 
interested in long-term fees. His 
principal interest was in the re- 
covery of his patients. In my re- 
covery. 

“I'd suggest you take ad- 
vantage of the services offered 
at Milledgeville State Hospital,” 
he told my mother and me. 


I was struck with a‘feeling of 
horror. Mother and I immediately 
began protesting that I wasn’t 


called only too vividly the stories 
we had heard about Milledgeville.

Then the psychiatrist told us 
briefly of the new Intensive 
Therapy Center in the Powell 
Building at the Hospital.

I readily agreed. It really didn’t 
matter a lot to me anyway.

Georgia’s elementary students 
are destined to reach a high 
note in the musical education. 


Dr. Charles Leonhard, direc- 
tor of the graduate program at 
the University of Illinois, and 
one of the world’s foremost au- 
thorities on music education, is 
in Atlanta this week-end to give 
them a helping hand. 


He is meeting with a commit- 
tee of 14 music teachers from 
throughout Georgia to plan a 
state wide music guide for use 
in the elementary schools. 


The guide will provide a plan 
for the study of music as a reg- 
ular part of the school curricu- 
lum. It will include a teacher’s 
guide to what children should 
try to accomplish at various 
ages, in addition to suggesting 
a program of study aimed at 
achieving the highest potential. 


WELL-ROUNDED 


“Most people concerned with 
education today,” observed Dr. 
Leonhard, “‘recognize the need 
of a well-balanced program, so 
the child will develop a well- 
rounded personality and under- 
standing of all the aspects of 
human behavior, of which the 
arts is very important.” 


He observed that the school 
“is supposed to transmit the 
entire cultural heritage.” A very 
important part of this heritage 
is music. 


“It’s a type of symbolism that 
has great meaning,” he de- 
clared. “In this country, we be- 
lieve every child is entitled to 
a music education, and it must 
begin early. It’s difficult to 
achieve later.”

Reenlistment Rate 
Pleases Pentagon

NEW YORK—A sharp increase in Navy reenlist- 
ments and a gradual but steady increase in Army re- 
enlistments have delighted the Pentagon. The Air Force 
has shown a slight drop in its first reenlistment rate. 


and other morale-building factors, 
such as the lack of housing. 


The increased figures for the 
Army and Navy are for too short 
a period to permit definitive con- 
clusions, and personnel officers, 
therefore, are keeping their fin- 
gers crossed. But if the trend 
continues the professional stand- 
ing of the services will have been 
eased. 


Several tentative reasons have 
been advanced for the increase 
in Army and Navy reenlistment 
rates. The Army has pushed its 
reenlistment program aggressive- 
ly and offered inducements, such 
as a choice, where possible, of 
duty stations. The Navy has in- 
stituted new reenlistment induce- 
ments. The figures also reflect 
seasonal trends. And the econom- 
ic recessions apparently has in- 
fluenced the increased reenlist- 
ment rates. 


The rate that is most carefully 
watched by the services is re- 
enlistment after the first term 
of service—the voluntary enlist- 
ment of a draftee after two years, 
or the reenlistment of a volunteer 
after three or four years. 


These rates show a sharp jump 
for the Navy in the last months 
of 1960—the latest months for 
which figures are available—a

Hagerty Upbraids 
TV News Methods 


By PAUL JONES 
Television and radio newsmen have just been 
given a hot foot by James C. Hagerty, who served 
for eight years as press secretary to former President 


Eisenhower. 

“You may not believe this,” 
says Hagerty in a stinging in- 
dictment. “‘But it is true. There 
are some radio 
and television 
voices in our 
capital city 
who, to my 
personal 
knowledge be- 
cause I had to 
accredit news- 
men, never at- 
tended a Pres- 
idential news 
conference in 
the eight years icine 
I was at the White House — to 
say nothing of the twice daily 
conferences I was holding to 
report on important decisions 
of the President. 

“There are also individuals 
who have never been to Capitol 
Hill to cover Congress — or to 
the State Department, or any 
other departments and agencies 
of the government. Yet, every- 
day, these voices report on the 
news from Washington and give 
the impression that they have 
personal knowledge of the 
events. 

““And, I repeat, the people in 
the government in Washington 
know they didn’t.” 

Hagerty’s scathing statement 
about the inadequacies of radio 
and TV news coverage is es- 
pecially significant in view of 
the fact that Hagerty is now 
chief of the ABC-TV news and 
public affairs department, a post 
he assumed shortly after Presi- 
dent Kennedy’s administration 
teok office. 


As a TV critic, I have main- 
tained for a long while that TV 
and radio news and public af- 
fairs departments have placed 
entirely too much emphasis on 
“‘well-modulated voices and nice 
looking faces,”’ as Hagerty calls 
therm, and too little on the events 
which were being covered. 

In other words, TV and radio 
have not utilized the potential 
of either medium in taking the 
viewer or listener to the scene, 
in giving impact to the stories. 


But, Hagerty, whe is now 
in the process ef reorganizing 
the news and public affairs de- 
partment at ABC-TV, (CBS-TV 
is undergoing a similar reor- 
ganization) speaks more author- 
itatively. 

Listen. 


“I feel too much emphasis 
has been placed on well-modu- 
lated voices and nice looking 
faces by all concerned. These 
voices and these faces, all too 
often, are merely relaying the 
reports gathered by the trained 
reporters of wire service facili- 
ties. They seldom, if ever, ac- 
tually leave the radio and tele- 
vision studio to cover the news. 
Again, all too often they read 
someone else’s work, or at the 
most rewrite it. 

“They have little, if any, as- 
sociation with the story they 
are reporting, and they know it. 
The people who figure in the 
events reported know it. And, I 
suspect, the American people 
are beginning to know it.”’

I AM SURE MR. HAGGERTY 
is sincere in his efforts to set 
up a well-trained staff of news- 
men who would cover the top 
stories. 

But the force which motivated 
this action is, I believe, the de- 
sire to meet head-on the com- 
petition brought about by the 
very effective team of Chet 
Huntley and David Brinkley, 


- whe have made news broad- 


casting not only informative but 
“entertaining.” 

As Mr. Haggerty points out 
in his 12-page statement, “. . . 
newspapers realized a long time 
ago that the by-line of a re- 
porter was the way of saying 
that the reporter was on the 
spot when the event occurred, 
that he saw it happen, that he 
was your eyes and ears on the 
scene and that he could con- 
sequently give you, his reader, 
a personal report of that 
event... .””

NEW YORK — It may 
be an anticlimax in the 
career of John F. Ken- 
nedy, but he has been 
nominated for an award. 
He and former Vice Pres- 
ident Richard M. Nixon 
will receive the Radio and 
Television Executives So- 
ciety’s 1961 Gold Medal 
Award “for outstanding 
achievement in broad- 
casting.” 

Presumably the joint award 
“for outstanding achievement”’ 
will not record the fact that 
Kennedy was the winner and 
Nixon the loser in last year’s 
presidential election. A _ series 
of television debates by the can- 
didates preceded the election. 

The award ceremonies will be 
held at a dinner March 9 in the 
Waldorf-Astoria Hotel. Although 
the two nominees will not at- 
tend, others will be designated 
to accept the awards in their 
behalf. 

The announcement of the 
award was made by Richard S. 
Salant, president of RTES and 
recently appointed president of 
the Columbia Broadcasting Sys- 
tem news division. 

An aide of the President is 
expected to designate the person 
who will accept the award at 
the dinner.

Here are two fine records of 
pre-Bach music released almost 
simultaneously. 

Russian master violinist Ois- 
trakh joins America’s Stern in 
the four Vivaldi concertos and 
I doubt whether two better vio- 
linists have ever teamed in 
these works. With no fears 
about meeting the technical 
challenges of the concertos, Ois- 
trakh, Stern and Ormandy’s 
silken strings play amiably and 
cheerfully, emphasizing Vival- 
di’s gift for lovely melody in- 
stead of the austere tradition 
of his times. 

Although the Venetian Vivaldi 
was only 7 years older than 
Bach, his influence on Bach— 
who spent hours at a time copy- 
ing down these concertos—is so 
strong that Vivaldi is placed in 
the pre-Bach generation. Vi- 
valdi was the teacher for his 
age, showing other musicians 
how to compose for the first 
time the kind of singing melo- 
dies evident in every line of 
these four string works. This 
record is in every way a mov- 
ing musical experience and Co- 
lumbia’s engineering is top 
notch. 

French-Belgian composer 
Josquin des Prez, who lived 
and worked way back in the 
15th and 16th centuries, is 
brought alive in an affection- 
ate, dedicated performance by
